Putting Up Plums 


Wt you kindly let me have recipes 
for putting up lums ip some other 
way than. jellying them? We have 
quantities of them and should like to use 
them in various ways. I have heard 
piiém butter and plum preserve, but do 
not know exactly how to prepare these.

Here are my recipes for putting up 
both the conserves you name, I fear 
they may be too late for use this sea- 
eon, although I supply them at my 
earliest opportunity, ou may save 
them for next year: 

Plum Butter 

Wash the fruit and put it into the ket- 
tle without wiping off the moisture, 
which will prevent them from burning 
before the skins break. Cover and cook
